OBITUARY. 
Tho Poot, Browning, - 


[Browaning, ‘Robert, poot and dramatist, 
was born in 1812, at Camberwell, Surrey, 
and educated at the University of London. 
Heis-father's-family—being-diesonturs, his 
mind was trained and his charactor formed 
under influences less peculiarly Unglish 
than those to which youths are exposed in 
the great public schouls and Universities, 
At the ago of twonty ho went to Italy, and 
during his residence. in that country ho 
diligently studied its'‘medireval history, and 
became acquainted with the life of the 
people. His first published attempt in 
povtry was ‘Pauline,’ a talo in vorac, to 
which was appended ¢ Parace]<us * (1835), a 
dramatic poem—dramatic in form, at least 
—in which the ‘principal character is the 
celebrated empirte and alchymist of tho 
sixteenth century. - ‘This work did not 
attract general nitention ; but among the 
discerning few ‘it was welcomed as the 
production .of a truly origiual mind, 
rich in performances, and “Ficher still 
in promiaé. ‘In: 1*37 Mr. Browning's 
tragedy .of ‘Strofiurd’ was presented 
on the .staye in London, but it met 
with very moderale success, in spite 
of Macready'a imaster'y personification of 
the hero. In 1840 Mr. Browning published
